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Trusted Nixon aides get jail sentences 


Eight year terms 
ordered by Sirica 


WASHINGTON (UP!) — John N Mitchell, H R Haldeman and John Ehrltchman. 
once Richard M Nixon's most trusted aides, were sentenced today to up to eight 
years in prison for conspiring to cover up America’s worst political scandal 
Opening the way for an appeals 
process than may take as long as two 
years, U S. 
District Judge John J 
Sirica also sentenced Robert C. Mardian 
to up to three years in prison for his part 
in the Watergate conspiracy 
The sentences, stiffer than those 
received 
by 
any other 
Watergate 
defendants since the original burglars, 
were described by one of the attorneys 
as “far more than Richard Nixon will 
ever suffer.” 
Nixon, forced to resign as President of 
the United States by the same evidence 
which led to the conviction of his top 
aides, was vacationing in Palm Springs 
with the knowledge that he will never be 
prosecuted under a pardon he received 
from President Ford. There was no 
immediate comment from the former 
president 
None 
of 
the 
four 
conspirators 
—Mitchell, 
who had 
been 
Nixon’s 
attorney 
general 
and 
campaign 
manager; Haldeman and Ehrlichman, 
who were chief White House aides, and 
Mardian, who was Mitchell’s chief 
deputy —showed any emotion as the 
sentences were pronounced 
Mitchell’s dry humor nonetheless 
surfaced as he left the courthouse “It 
could have been a hell of a lot worse, ” he 
said. “They could have sentenced me to 
spend the rest of my life with Martha 
Mitchell” —his estranged wife who once 
basked in the limelight of Watergate 
publicity. 


The 
other 
conspirators 
solemnly 
refused to comment, but Mardian’s 
lawyer said he thought the sentences 
were 
“ too 
heavy ” 
Ehrlichman, 
normally glib, confessed "I just don’t 
have anything to say. ” 
Mitchell, Haldeman and Ehrlichman 
were sentenced to a minimum of 2-W 
years to a maximum of 8 years on 
charges of obstruction of justice, 
conspiracy 
and 
lying. 
Mardian, 
convicted only of conspiracy, was given 
a 10-month to 3-year sentence They 
were released without bond pending 
appeal 
Ehrlichman also faces a sentence of 20 
months to 5 years in connection with the 
break-in 
at 
the office of 
Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist 
Through their attorneys, Ehrlichman 
offered to waive his right of appeal in 
exchange for an “alternative sentence” 
of doing legal research for a group of 
Pueblo Indians in New Mexico and 
Haldeman pleaded for a sentence no 
worse than Nixon's. 
Sirica replied on that he had given 
“careful and serious thought to what the 
proper 
sentence 
should 
be” 
and 
considered “the deterrent effect on 
others.” 
“Whatever Bob Haldeman did, so did 
Richard Nixon.” Haldeman’s attorney, 
John J. Wilson said. “But Nixon is free 
and Haldeman has faced the agony of a 
trial.” 
Mitchell, Mardian 
sought no quarter

Mitchell and Robert Mardian asked no 
quarter. 
John Ehrlichman suggested alternate 
service on an Indian reservation instead 
of a jail sentence, so that he could 
rehabilitate himself and be “infinitely 
better for it.” 
But the most eloquent plea for mercy 
by any Watergate defendant came from 
the lawyer for H R. Haldeman 
Whatever Bob Haldeman did, he did 
for Richard M. Nixon, John J. Wilson 
argued. 
“But Nixon's free and Haldeman has 
faced the agony of a trial,” he added. He 
said his client faces “suffering far more 
than Richard Nixon will ever suffer.” 
The four men, their faces grim, were 
sentenced Friday by U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica, who had presided at their 
three-month 
trial 
last 
year 
for 
obstructing justice in the Watergate 
coverup of 1972 and 1973. 
Mitchell, 
former 
U.S. 
Attorney 
General; Haldeman, Nixon’s top White 
House aide, and Ehrlichman, the No. 2 
man on the Nixon staff, were sentenced 
to two and a half to eight years. 
Mardian, formerly Mitchell’s deputy, 
got 10 months to three years. 
They were given an opportunity to 
plead for mercy before the sentences 
were read. Only Haldeman and Ehrlich­ 
man did so. 
“What I hope your honor took into 


consideration is that never before has 
Bob 
Haldeman 
been 
in 
trouble. 
Whatever he did, he did not for himself 
but for the President of the United 
States,” Wilson said. 
“He was caught up in a political 
maelstrom that caught a lot of other 
good people ’’ Wilson, who frequently is 
called the dean of Washington lawyers 
and who said today’s appearance “may 
be my swan song, ” reminded Sirica that 
the power to confer heavy or light 
sentences is similar to the president’s 
power to pardon. 
Ira Lowe said sending Ehrlichman to 
prison would not serve to rehabilitate 
his client, but would only be punishment. 
“It is within the power of the court to 
make the sentence long and strict 
without incarceration,” he said. 
He 
said 
Ehrlichman 
since 
his 
conviction had met with a Pueblo Indian 
chief in New Mexico and learned that 
the Indians need someone to do legal 
research on disputed land claims. 
Ehrlichman is one of the few specialists 
in the country in the field of land use and 
control law, he added. 
Lowe read from a letter Ehrlichman 
sent Sirica earlier: 
“While prison might knock out of me a 
lot of my pride and self-will, I would 
truly like to do that rehabilitation 
myself. If I do it myself I will be 
infinitely better for it.” 
No immediate Nixon 
comment on sentences 


PALM DESERT (UPI) - Former 
President Richard Nixon made no 
immediate comment today on the jail 
sentences 
handed 
down 
to 
four 
Watergate conspirators, including three 
of his closest advisers. 
Nixon was inside the walls of the 
guarded estate of Walter Annenberg, his 
former ambassador to Great Britain, 
and unvailable to newsmen. He drove to 
the Annenberg compound Wednesday

answered

telephone in San Clemente, at the office 
of former Nixon press aide Ronald 
Ziegler, said she did not anticipate any 
statement by the former president 


When 
H R. 
Haldeman and John 
Ehrlichman resigned their White House 
posts in the Watergate scandal, Nixon 
praised them as two of the finest 
associates any executive ever had 


Nixon was also particularly close to 
John Mitchell. Mitchell had been a sort 
of mentor to Nixon when he came to 
New York in 1963 to join the Wall Street 
law firm of which Mitchell was a 
partner. 


Nixon has previously been described 
by Ziegler and others as “anguished” at 
the troubles the Watergate affair 
brought to his friends and associates. 


A party in Nixon’s honor, hosted by 


Annenberg, is scheduled for Saturday 
night. 


Navy training 
Saudi Arabians, 
Iran air crews 
SAN DIEGO (UPI) — The U.S. Navy 
is training four companies of Saudi 
Arabians at the Naval Training Center 
here and several Iranian air crews at 
Miramar Naval Air Station. 
Two companies of 51 Saudis each are 
halfway through a 
13-week recruit 
training program, a spokesman said 
Thursday. The trainees arrived at the 
station Dec. 18. 
Two other companies totaling 76 men 
completed basic training Dec. 6 and are 
taking classes to prepare them for Navy 
technical schools. The men arrived at 
the training center alter learning to read 
and write in English at the Defense 
Language School at Lackland Air Force 
Base, Tex. 
The Navy spokesman said the classes 
were conducted in English at the 
insistence of the Saudi government. The 
preparatory 
classes 
involve 
more 
instruction in language. 
In addition, three Saudis not attached 
to the companies are taking special 
welding and internal communications 
classes. 


Small cost 
of living 
increase 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The cost of 
living edged up 0 6 per cent in January, 
its smallest increase since last April, 
the Labor Department reported today 
Price drops on clothing, new cars, 
beef and home mortgage interest rates 
helped the inflationary slowdown 
The government's Consumer Price 
Index hit 156 1 last month, meaning 
goods that cost $100 in 1967 now cost 
$156 10 
Seasonally adjusted, the 0 6 was the 
smallest monthly rise since April. The 
index has been advancing at a slower 
rate each month since September and. 
coupled with two consecutive monthly 
declines in wholesale prices, the figures 
indicate steady progress against infla­ 
tion 
There were some sharp price hikes, 
however, at the retail level last month 
The cost of medical care, utilities and 
new houses plus fresh fruit, vegetable 
and bakery prices all increased for the 
month 
The 
CPI 
measures 
retail 
price 
changes in about 400 items nationwide 
and is the most closely watched barome­ 
ter of changes in the cost of living 
Here are highlights from the January 
report: 
— The fourth consecutive monthly 
drop in beef prices plus a falloff in sugar 
prices were offset by increases for 
cereal, bread, other bakery products, 
soft drinks and candy bars The result 
was a 0 8 per cent rise in grocery prices 
and restaurant meals, slightly higher 
than a month earlier 
—Clearance sales on men's and 
women’s 
clothing 
and 
the 
highly 
publicized rebate offers on new cars 
helped hold the nonfood commodity 
component of CPI to a 0 6 per cent rise, 
compared to 0.4 per cent in December. 
Usad car. tire and furniture prices all 
moved down but there were gains for 
gasoline, appliances, toiletries, drugs 
and tobacco products

Krizman did not require medical aid 
Another teacher, David Herber, 39, 
administrative dean was also reportedly 
shoved to the ground and his eye glasses 
knocked from 
his face. 
However, 
Herber told investigating officers he 
was uncertain which student had shoved 
him and for that reason was not filing a 
complaint. 
Police pieced together this story: Two

federal funds under the Community 
Development Grant (CD) program It 
would also include $450,600 in city 
money for a new city hall 
The session is open to the public and 
will be held m the City Hall Auditorium, 
in the rear at 119 West Walnut Ave A 
second session will commence at 7:30 
p.m. Tuesday night at which the council 
will make a final decision on a project 
shopping list 
At public hearings on Jan. 14 and 22, 
members of the public aired views on 
how $1.8 million to be allotted to the city 


under 
the 
six-year 
community 
development grant should be spent. The 
hearings were aimed at developing a 
three-year project priority list for half 
of the total of the six-year CD grant 
money, or $702,000. The council will 
finalize this list Monday and Tuesday 
nights for final submission to the federal 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development 
by 
April 
1. 
City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers said at last 
Tuesday’s council session that the 
project list has to be made final by 
March 1 so it can be reviewed by other 
agencies first. 
At Tuesday’s council session, the 
consulting firm of Haworth, Anderson 
and Lafer, retained to help with the 
grant application, for the first time 
advanced a proposal that the city add 
$450,600 to the three-year community 
development plan and spend this money

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford has decided to delay until next 
week his veto of a bill suspending the 
controversial fee increase which he 
imposed on imported oil, White House 
officials said today. 
The officials said Ford would take no 
immediate veto action because he wants 
more time to plan his strategy for 
obtaining congressional action on his 
entire 
economic-energy 
recovery 
program. 
Ilie measure that Ford intends to veto 
would delay for 90 days the import fee 
hike which he recently imposed by 
executive order. The new fees will 
amount to $3 a barrel by April 1. 
Both 
Ford 
and 
D em ocratic 
congressional leaders have indicated 
there is room for compromise on their 
separate proposals. But Ford wants to 
delay any conciliatory moves until he 
sees the outcome of efforts in Congress 
to override his forthcoming veto. 
Ford meanwhile met with his senior 
advisers, then went into ? Cabinet 
meeting where Secretary of State Henry 
A. 
Kissinger 
briefed 
the 
other 
department heads on his recent peace 
mission to the Middle East. 
The bill delaying the import fee 
increase arrived at the White House 
Thursday. Ford has made it clear he will 
veto the measure, but White House 


Press 
Ronald Nessen said 
Thursday the President wants to do “a 
lot of thinking” about the timing of his 
veto and the message he will send to 
Congress 
“There is no reason for a compromise 
at this stage,” he said. “Eventually it’s 
likely to be a mesh of the two 
programs,” Nessen said — meaning a 
combination of Ford’s antirecession 
package and the Democratic program 
for conserving energy and reviving the 
economy. 
Senate Republican Leader Hugh Scott 
of Pennsylvania said Ford’s chances of 
saving the oil tariff were “rather good” 
if he could assure Congress most of the 
tax would be on gasoline 
Ford also told the nation's governors 
he may be willing to compromise on 
granting states control over federal 
revenue sharing monies allocated to 
them. 
“I strongly favor block grants over 
categorical grants, and I’m asking 
Congress to reduce some of the maze 
and give the states some flexibility so 
that they can go farther than they have 
been able to with the categorical 
grants,” Ford said in toasting members 
of the national governor’s conference at 
a White House dinner. 
Ford expected to spend a lowkey 
weekend in Washington 


on a new city hall. This idea had been 
proposed by the city staff. This spending 
item also will be decided by the council 
Monday and Tuesday nights. 
No 
public 
hearings 
have 
been 
scheduled for the beefed-up version of 
the CD spending program and the new 
city hall proposal using non-CD funds. 
The $450,600, it is proposed, will come 
from $273,900 in city revenue sharing 
monies 
(an 
earlier 
federal 
grant 
program) and $176,700 in city tax money 
labeled as a city hall building fund. All 
of it would go for the new city hall, likely 
to be located in the downtown area. 
This 
would 
erase 
an 
already 
earmarked $100,000 in revenue sharing 
for a Ryon Park community center the 
city has already spent $6,000 to design. It 
would also completely erase the $150,000 
tabbed from revenue sharing money for 
the downtown revitalization project. 
But, unlike a new city hall project, 
downtown revitalization is eligible for 
funding under the CD grant. The 
consultants recommendation puts the 
downtown effort on the list for $316,000 
of these funds over three years. A report 
in 
Wednesday’s 
Record 
that 
the 
downtown project would lose money 
under the consultants’ proposal was 
inaccurate. The project will lose all of 
its $150,000 in revenue sharing money 
but will be funded for $166,000 more than 
this under the new federal grant 
program. The CD funds cannot be used 
to build a new city hall, but revenue 
sharing money can. 
The present city hall, the consultants 
recommended, would be converted into 
a combined senior citizens center, youth 
center and community center at a cost 
of $50,000 
Other recommended outlays include a 
$50,000 housing rehabilitation program, 
an additional fire station for $45,000, 
remodeling of the present fire station 
for 
$194,000, 
a 
$20,000 
“industrial 
development reserve fund” and a $25,000 
city 
“ redevelopment 
plan 
and 
implementation program” focusing on 
downtown 
housing and commercial 
development.

Edward Rodgers, says he’s a 
candidate for a seat on the 
school board because “ There 
are some things I see need to be 
done and with my background 1 
think 1 can do something about 
them ” 
Rodgers is 57. 
He was 
educated at the University of 
Texas and after World War II 
at the University of Maryland 
where he earned a bachelor of 
science degree in 1958 He also 
did graduate work at Texas A 
and M. 
Rodgers 
and 
his 
wife, 
Kathryn, and their family have 
been in Lompoc since 1961. 
They have four children 
Rodgers is retired from the 
Air Force and now works as a 
civil 
service 
engineer 
at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
He served on the City of 
Lompoc's Water Commission 
from 1970 to 1972. Prior to that 
he served on the city’s sewage 
plant 
committee. 
In civic 
affairs he lists activity on the 
Lompoc High School Booster’s 
Club, Lompoc Valley Press 
Club and Vandenberg Aero 
Club 
Rodgers says one of the 
major thrusts of his campaign 
is to emphasize the need for 
“ basic living skills.” “ Math, 
English 
composition 
and 
reading discipline — without 
them,” he declared, "you’re a 
cripple for life. It’s difficult to 
run a household without them . ” 
And the corollary to those ideas 
is his belief that most students 
are not going to go to college. 
“ One of the things that 
differentiates me from the 
other candidates,” he said in an 
interview, “ is that while the 
others mouth such phrases as 
‘I’d like to see,’ or i ’d like to 
look,’ 
I have some positive 
programs that we could initiate 
if I could get the board to 
initiate them.” 
Rodgers said he has some 
“ concrete

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
effort to repeal requirements 
that 1.9 million used cars in the 
Los Angeles region be equipped 
with new antismog devices has 
suffered a setback in the 
Assembly.

sidered bills to repeal Nox 
smog control devices for 1966- 
70 cars 
The 
vote 
was 4*1. 
The 
measures now go to the full 
Transportation Committee 
Those opposing the measures 
said the devices reduce oxides 
of nitrogen by 12 per cent and 
hydrocarbons by 4 per cent. 
They said installation of the 135 
devices would eliminate 160 
tons of the pollutants daily. 
Assemblyman 
Walter 


Ingalls, 
D-Riverside, 
a 
member of the subcommittee 
and the chairman of the parent 
Transportation 
Committee, 
said the recommendation to not 
pass 
the 
bills 
was 
the 
"severest”

arrested by federal authorities 
here Jan. 3 on a Justice 
Department 
charge 
of 
narcotics violations. 
Both men were indicted by 
the federal grand jury Thurs­ 
day on the drug charges. Stone 
was charged with conspiracy to 
import cocaine and possession 
of the drug for distribution. 
According to federal agents, 
the ring was responsible for 
smuggling at least 66 pounds of 
cocaine with an estimated 
street sale value of $14 million 
into the United States from 1973 
to 1974. 
Authorities said the cocaine 
was smuggled inside specially 
designed aerosol cans, which 
were brought into the country 
by couriers at the rate of two or 
three cans each trip.

EFFECTU AL CALLING 


The Scriptures teach that man by nature is in such a state that 
nothing less than God's grace working with almighty and 
invincible power will ever bring him savingly to Jesus Christ as 
Lord and Savior. 


First we want to state two unscriptural theological positions 
held by professing Christendom 


1. Pelagian, from Pelagius, a British monk of the fifth century. 


The Pelagian believes that Adam's fall did not directly effect his 
posterity at all. Infants are born in the same state in which 
Adam was created, one of innocence, but not of positive 
righteousness 
There was no federal transaction, and no 
imputation of hereditary depravity Infants stand in no need of 
regeneration. Man has an equilibrium of will, he has the power 
to choose spiritual good These doctrines were condemned by 
the Council of Carthage in 418 A.D. as being unscriptural. 


2. Arminian, from Jam es Armimus, 1560-1609. 


The Arminian believes that men are born with the inherited 
guilt and depravity of Adam, and are in a state of alienation or 
separation from God. The will is however free to respond to 
spiritual truth. This theory teaches that God calls inwardly all 
those who are called outwardly by the Gospel; He does all that 
He can to bring every sinner to salvation. 


But inasmuch as man has the power of free choice he can 
successfully resist all God’s efforts to save him Faith is the 
product of natural ability; when the sinner exercises that faith 
m Christ he is by the Spirit regenerated. This teaching was 
rejected by the Synod of Dort in 1619 on the grounds that it was 
unscriptural. 


The “gospel'' that is being preached today in most so-called 
“ fundamental“ pulpits is a mixture of the two positions stated 
above. This “gospel" denies that man is a totally ruined 
creature incapable of doing anything spiritually good. Salvation, 
that is REGENERATION and CONVERSION are not viewed as 
the result of supernatural power but a “decision" that the sinner 
has made. 


The Scriptures teach that the natural man is totally incapable of 
receiving spiritual truth into his heart. “THE HEART IS 
DECEITFUL ABOVE ALL THINGS AND DESPERATELY 
WICKED. WHO CAN KNOW IT? I THE LORD SEARCH THE 
HEART . 
. 
Jer. 17:9-10. 


“The natural man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God: 
for they are foolishness (dull, tasteless, insipid) unto him: 
NEITHER CAN HE KNOW THEM, BECAUSE THEY ARE 
SPIRITUALLY DISCERNED.” 1 Cor: 2:14. Before anyone can 
receive spiritual truth savingly into his heart he must first be 
regenerated or effectually called. 


Our Lord said, John 6:37—“ all that the Father giveth me (this is 
election) SHALL COME TO ME. (This is effectual calling > and 
him that cometh to me I will in no wise cast out.” (This is 
preservation). Again in John 6:44, “ NO MAN CAN COME TO 
ME (this is human inability) EXCEPT THE FATHER WHICH 
HATH SENT ME DRAW HIM: (This is effectual calling) and I 
will raise him up at the last day.” (This is preservation and 
glorification). 


. for many be called BUT FEW 
Again Our Lord said, 
CHOSEN.” Matt 20:16. 


The meaning is plain, many are called outwardly by the 
preaching of the Gospel; but few are chosen to be the recipients 
of the effectual inward ministry of the Holy Spirit. 


The following are some of the Scriptures that teach effectual 
calling. 


“ For the promise is unto you, and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even AS MANY AS THE LORD OUR GOD 
SHALL CALL.” Acts 2:39. 


. . and as many as were ORDAINED TO ETERNAL LIFE

"You’re the ones who are building it 
up,” he told reporters. "I don’t have 
anything to do with it. But so many 
players on the tour are capable of 
winning. Really, there are a lot of guys 
to beat out here.” 
Although he’s never won in California 
and didn’t plan to be at Riviera, Trevino 
changed his mind last week and entered 
the $150,000 tournament. 
Of Miller, who has won three events 
and $110,795 already this year, the 
smiling hombre from Texas offered, 
"It’s a matter of confidence in his 
putting and short game. He’s got a world 
of confidence in himself now.” 
Trevino, 
who 
admitted 
he 
was 
"surprised more than anybody” at his 


34-32 round in which he hit 17 greens, 
used a borrowed Cesar Sanudo putter 
and sank birdie putts of 20, 15, 12, 12, 
eight and two feet. He would have had a 
65 except for a bogey on his finishing 
hole, the par four, 407-yard ninth.

commission 
Panel chairman Charles H. 
Morin termed the arguments 
offered during two-days of 
hearings by such sports figures 
as pro football's Pete Rozelle 
and baseball's Bowie Kuhn as 
“ unconvincing.” 
James E. Ritchie, executive 
director of the 
15-member 
commission which is studying 
national policy on gambling, 
told newsmen that there was a 
“ general air of skepticism” 
among the commissioners who 
heard 
Rozelle, 
Kuhn 
and 
representatives of pro basket­ 
ball and hockey, the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
and 
the 
Amateur 
Athletic 
Union testify in opposition to 
legalizing 
betting 
on 
their 
sports 
Without exception, the pro 


commissioners and the 
iCAA and AAU spokesmen 
asserted that legal gambling 
would lead to possible player 
bribery scandals and other 
corruption 
which 
has been 
virtually non-existent under the 
present burgeoning illegal bet­ 
ting growth. 
Of their thesis, Morin com­ 
mented: “ Are they offering 
convincing 
arguments? 
No, 
they are absolutely not They 
are saying that they can live 
with gambling if it’s illegal but 
not if it’s legal.” 
Ritchie, near the close of the 
hearings on the team-sports 
betting 
situation, 
told 
an 
opponent of government-spon­ 
sored betting: “ Every witness 
who has come before this 
commission 
representing

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The ersatz life of Alice Cooper 


NEW YORK - iNF.Ai

superstar Alice Cooper 
Behind the mascara-ringed 
* ves and shoulder-length hair is 
a mind that would flimflam 
P T Barnum, given the chance 
Now believed worth ap­ 
proximately $17 million and 
only 27 years old. Alice, former­ 
ly Vince Furmer of Phoenix. 
Alii is a pop deity guaranteed 
to prompt a titter or grimace 
from the audience of just about 
any talk show 
But in the words of Bob 
( ireene. a journalist who travel­ 
ed with the Alice Cooper show 
as a performing member dur­ 
ing the 1973 Christmas tour. 
Cooper is a “sad. sad person 
who did everything he could to 
realize the American Dream 
and later found it to be a night­ 
mare.’ 
Greene, only 27 himself, is a 
columnist for the Chicago Sun- 
Times and author of 
“Run­ 
ning.” a record of his im­ 
pressions while covering the 
1972 Nixon-McGovern presiden­ 
tial campaigns Two years ago. 
he met with Cooper’s manager. 


Shep Gordon, to discuss the 
possibility of his accompanying 
the band for a month or so of 
their tour 
(iordon not only consented to 
Greene’s request but even built 
a spot in the show for Greene to 
appear on stage with Alice and 
the other four members of the 
band 
The results of this five-week 
stmt as superstar is “Billion 
Dollar Babies” (Atheneum, 
$10). Greene's fascinating ac­ 
count of the pop star’s ersatz 
life that young men lust for 
these days the way many of us 
did decades ago when 
daydreaming about DiMaggio 
or Mantle 
“If 1 had written this sort of a 
book 20 years ago." Greene 
says. “‘It would have been on 
the New York Yankees. Alice 
Cooper had the same sort of 
effect on kids as the Yankees 
did then I wanted to do an in- 
depth book on a top-of-the-heap 
rock band and Alice Cooper just 
happened to be at the top that 
moment ” 
And that book sounds slightly 
familiar, as though you’ve read 
it all before somewhere — 
maybe something by Goethe 
Greene's narrative inter­ 
mittently clutches and mauls 
the reader's senses through 
most of the 364 pages. He 
carefully records the ambience, 
ego conflicts, the girls and the 
money — oh. the money — $70,- 
000 for a one-mghter 
But despite what at first 
appears to be a pampered life 
of indiscriminate sex and all 
the money needed to support 
such decadence, the rock star’s 
life emerges as a pathetic and 
pointless existence. 
“ Alice is a very lonely and 


confused person.’ Greene said 
“ He agreed to do almost 
anything to “make it’ as a pop 
star and now that he's done 
that, he's frantically running 
around trying to get out of the 
image he's locked himself in­ 
to." 
Lately, as part of that search 
for a new identity, Alice has 
turned up in such incongruous 
places as the guest host slot on 
the Mike Douglas Show. 
Whether this will ease Cooper’s 
transformation from baby- 
chopping pusedo-sadist to rock 
music’s own Ed McMahon is 
something Greene holds doubts 
about. 
"I suspect Alice trying to 
alter his image by appearing 
anywhere has an adverse effect 
— his fans think of him as a 
prostitute, ready to do anything 
for a buck,” Greene says. 
And indeed, the Cooper band 
has not released a new album in 
nearly two years. Nor have they 
made 
any 
personal 
appearances 
They have 
plummeted from sight. The 
recording industry grapevine 
has it that Cooper will now 
record with a variety of es­ 
tablished musicians though the 
future of his four former freak 
friends is unknown 
“ It is really difficult for 
someone on the outside of the 
rock heap to feel sympathetic 
toward anyone raking in $17 
million.” Greene points out. 
“ But I do feel sorry for Alice 
During the tour, he was on top. 
All the best-looking girls chased 
after him. he had the best hotel 
rooms, his own limousine and 
all the publicity while the rest 
of the band settled for second 
best. But at the conclusion of 
the tour, just before I parted 


company with Alice, he realiz­ 
ed I was getting out. that I was 
able to go back to my normal 
life with the newspaper. He 
broke down after that You see, 
traveling with them had been 
an experience, a great one. but 
I knew I could leave that life 
anytime I chose to. Alice can’t 
and it’s killing him inside, 
despite his wisecracks.” 
Cooper was considered by 
many to be the most intelligent 
of the five-member group yet 
despite his business savvy, his 
grasp of reality as an adult, ac­ 
cording to Greene, reveals an 
insipid manchild more concern­ 
ed with video game shows and 
golf than the world and its 
woes. 
Greene also details how just 
about everything the Cooper 
group did en route to Olympus 
was calculated to generate 
maximum publicity with 
nothing too hokey or unethical 
for them 
Remember a few years back 
when the “School’s Out” album 
was shipped in paper panties 
and then recalled by U.S. 
authorities because they were 
flam m able9 That was a 
brainstorm of Gordon’s who 
knew the panties would be im­ 
pounded by authorities He also 
knew it would result in a lot of 
free publicity. 
In fact, there was very little 
that occurred during that tour 
that Gordon didn’t exploit for 
publicity potential. Even 
Cooper's notorious paranoia 
was casually fed to hungry 
reporters eager to write 
anything bizarre about this con­ 
temporary Faust in drag. 
Cooper has a 24-hour 
bodyguard who tucks him in 
every night and he refuses to 


eat any food served buffet style 
for fear someone may tiptoe to 
the table and poison his food 
He won t drink from any liquor 
bottle whose seal is broken and 
his legendary ability to quaff 
enormous amounts of beer may 
stem from the fact beer cans 
are sealed and can’t be tainted 
without some obvious clue 
In many ways. Cooper proves 
what your parents used to say 
about rock ‘n’ roll performers 
before they became an 
accepted part of the power 
structure — too vapid, too loud 
and too “ too.”

The serious wash-away of 
the highway occurred nearly a 
year ago and, up to this time, 
repair has been snarled in 
bureaucratic red tape and the 
danger to motorists grow each 
day as nothing is done. 
The road was built, first of 
all, over an ancient slide area. 
Why this was permitted, one 
will never find out. The county 
can’t repair the road because 
of the $850,000 estimated cost. 
That is more than the annual 
road construction budget of 
the entire county, it is said. 
The federal highway adminis­ 
tration claims that the repair 
funding 
of 
S-20 
does 
not 


qualify because the damage 
did 
not result from catas­ 
trophic failure or a natural 
disaster over a wide area. We 
have looked at the washaway, 
and it is catastrophic, but we 
wouldn’t expect a bureaucrat 
in Washington to know the 
meaning of the word. The

administration tells officials

t h a t 
f e d e r a l - a i d 
secondary funds are the ap­

funding

Defense 
access road funds. 


Motorists, 
we

sure,

funding comes from as long as 
something is done soon. A 
year is too long to wait for 
repair of this highly potential 
danger.

I am a volunteer teacher’s aide at 
Clarence Ruth Elementary School and I 
am concerned about the teaching of 
IT. A 
(phonics) 
theories 
to 
our 
children Although the I T.A. teaching 
system may have some virtues, I 
believe we should sit back and seriously 
re-evaluate all aspects and effects of it. 


The system in question, I T.A., which 
stands for Initial Teaching Alphabet, 
incorporates the use of 44 symbols to 
represent the sounds of the English 
language. 
TO., 
which 
stands 
for 
“Traditional 
Orthography,” 
is 
the 
standard method of spelling using our 26 
character alphabet. 


Children in kindergarten and the first 
grade are taught I T.A., and then they 
are expected to change over to T.O. with 
little or no difficulty, but sometimes 
they do have trouble. This seems to be a 
serious 
injustice 
to 
our 
students' 
education and intelligence. That is, what 
is the sense in teaching them one thing 
and then turning around and saying, 
“ No, this is the way it really is.” 


After all the English language is 
difficult enough without adding to the 
burden 
with 
confusing 
teaching 
methods 


There are 
statistics and 
studies 
showing 
that 
today's students are 
among the worst in the areas of reading 
abilities 
and 
comprehension, 
and 


spelling 
l believe many parents of 
school-age children can attest to this. 


I, myself, have come into contact with 
children in the fourth through sixth 
grades who have (supposedly) gone 
through 
the transition successfully. 
However, I disagree, they still revert 
back to I.T.A. and have trouble spelling 
and reading even simple words. The 
same is true of too many junior high 
school aged students, who should have 
their 
reading-writing 
abilities 
and 
patterns well established Children with 
learning disabilities seem to have the 
greatest amount of trouble with this 
system They struggle for a couple of 
years trying to grasp the fundamentals 
of I T. A. and are then thrown into T.O.

“Does Mrs Thatcher come through on 
television?” he was asked “Well,” he 
said with his dangerous, 
angel-smile, 
‘ she has a certain imbecile charm ” 


The English approach to politics is 
these 
days 
entirely 
hedonistic. 
Inasmuch as the country is headed 
toward the cliff, and nobody has the 
combination of will and power to keep it 
from going over, everybody is enjoying 
the parade The Daily Telegraph, whose 
political reporters are a joy to read, 
gave an account of the debate in the 
House of Commons on the afternoon just 
before the vote that deposed Edward 
Heath 
Everyone’s mind was on the 
forthcoming vote “What was needed.” 
writer John O’Sullivan solemnly noted 
in his dispatch, “above all in this tense 
atmosphere was a good joke — and that 
was provided by Mr. Robert Adley (C., 
Christchurch and Lymington) and fate 
working m unison 


“Mr. Adley had put down a question 
on the order paper. Would Mr Wilson 
place in the Commons Library a copy of 
his speech on the current economic 
situation delivered on Monday 20th of 
January to the TUC Labour Party 
Liaison Committee9 


No,’ replied Mr. Wilson i made no 
such speech ’ 
“ ‘Then that,’ responded Mr. Adley, 
neatly avoiding a bad fall, 
would 
account for 
its absence from the 
Library .’ Relieved by the opportunity to 
break the tension. MPs on all sides 
laughed uproariously ” 
Another reporter, Mr Adrian Berry, 
during the blissfully short (one week) 
campaign involving Mr Whitelaw and 
Mrs. Thatcher, led off his story two days 
before the election as follows: “ Mrs 
Margaret 
Thatcher 
appeared 
to 
increase her chances of election victory 
as Party leader yesterday when she 
received a standing ovation of one 
minute and ten seconds after speaking 
to some 700 people at the Young 
Conservatives National Conference at 
Eastbourne. 
“Mr. William Whitelaw. by contrast, 
seemed to lose ground by his failure Ho 
produce a speech. 
“Instead, 
restricting 
himself 
to 
questions and answers, he replied to dull 
questions m a somewhat dull manner — 
mainly on the fairly dull subject of the 
future devolution of political power.’’ 
That is good straightforward stuff, 
and should be emulated by all American 
reporters 


But note the standing ovation for Mrs. 
Thatcher — by young Conservatives. 
They like her because she is wonderfully 
straightforward and, mirabile dictu, 
u n ap o lo g etically 
co n se rv ativ e 
concerning things like inflation, labor 
union make-work, the tyranny of the 
Trade Union Congress Her background 
is impressive in a party that has tended, 
when looking for a leader, to thumb 
through lists of unemployed Etonians. 
She worked her way through school and 
became a research chemist 
In her 
twenties, she became interested in the 
law — and took a law degree and 
practiced That is the kind of upward 
mobility the Socialists are always 
talking about, and always resenting 
because, after all, if you rise, almost by 
definition you rise with reference to 
others who do not. 
Mrs 
Thatcher has communicated 
successfully at least to the Young 
Conservatives, 
and 
indeed 
to 
the 
majority of Conservative members in 
the House of Commons, that she wants 
others in England to have the same 
opportunities she has had: which means 
an opportunity for the Kingdom to rise 
up from the sticky coils of egalitarian 
socialism

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - After a 
few months of mutually agreed truce, 
the longest war in American hsitory is 
about to recommence: the battle of the 
military budget is heating up on Capitol 
Hill 


Caravans of green limousines are 
depositing grim-faced men m uniform in 
the corridors, truckloads of Pentagon 
papers are being summoned to shore up 
defenses. On the other side are 535 
thoroughly 
baffled 
m em bers 
of 
Congress. The fight normally is about as 
one sided as kissing the dead 


understand 
how 
the 
m ilita r y , 
which requests 100,000 times $1 million 
can spend it so fast." 


The services, however, care little 
about the McIntyre puzzlement. They 
are prepared to grapple to the last ditch 
for the last penny. And what a force they 
are, when the mission is fighting for 
money One estimate has it that from 
25,000 to 30,000 military people take part 
in preparing and selling the budget. 
Small 
wonder they are known 
to 
routinely overrun the resistance offered 
by 
the 
Jo in t 
Armed 
Services 
committees, which must take voting 
recommendations to the full assemblies 
with less than six-dozen staff members 
participating 


Not that the resistance is all that 
dedicated 
Traditionally 
committee 
thinking has been, as one house staffer 
says, to “ take a billion or two off to 
show the folks at home they’re working 
hard but otherwise go along.” The 
thinking of the committee majorities, a 
large proportion of which are also 
members of the military reserves, is 


that the nation can’t afford to skimp on 
national 
defense. 
The 
Pentagon 
maximizes this sympathy, says budget 
critic and former Army Lt Col Ed 
King, 
by 
“ telling 
the 
committee 
members all the things that'll scare 
bejabbers out of them, but saying 
nothing more than that.” 
Besides 
the 
scare 
tactics, 
the 
Pentagon uses a kind of domestic 
pacification program to convince the 
respective committees. Members are 
regularly invited to top secret briefings, 
showered with personal attention, and 
treated to cocktail parties, dinners and 
some other portions of the good life the 
military budget brings about 
In fairness, it must be said that some 
members of the joint committees are 
not easily impressed A few do make 
almost heroic efforts to slice through 
the propaganda But it’s far from easy 
The amount of relevant information on a 
single item of the budget could occupy a 
member’s time for a month; no one can 
spare the hours. “About the best they 
could do, if they wanted to,” says South 
Dakota’s George McGovern, “ would be 
to simply figure the budget is always 5 


to 10 per cent too high — and lop off the 
obvious.” 
When the issue reaches the House and 
Senate floors, to be sure, some members 
as McGovern do vote to lop off the 
obvious But what’s obvious to one may 
not be to another — and there is precious 
little time for members to study toward 
a consensus of the obvious. During 
budget debate, House members are 
limited to five minutes of questions 
each, hardly enough for a meaningful 
probe In the end, says a New York 
representative, “unless you want to get 
shrill, you have to make a hasty decision 
based on very limited information. You 
can’t dwell on it forever. There are 
thousands of other votes you have to 
make .” 
So it is, when it comes down to, the 
Pentagon 
wins 
the 
budget 
battles 
because the other side has inferior 
manpower and logistics. It’s a fool’s 
way to deal with tax money, but it goes 
on and on for no other reason than it has 
always gone on and on. "It’s like 
dancing with a gorilla,” complains an 
observer, “you can’t stop if you want 
to.”

“Subject: Planning 
Commission 
Procedure. Limitation

"Mason’s Manual of 
Legislative 
Procedure, 
at page 
279, 
provides 
the 
following relative to 
amendment of amend­ 
ments: 
“ 1. An amendment may be amended 
but an amendment to an amendment 
may not be amended. 


An explanation? 


"2. Only one amendment 
to a 
proposition (known as an amendment of 
the first degree ), is permitted at a time, 
and one amendment to that amendment 
(or an amendment of the second 
degree», is permitted at one time. An 
amendment of the third degree would be 
too complicated and is not in order, 
because it would tend to lead to too 
much confusion. 
“3. 
While an amendment to an 
amendment may not be amended, it is 
proper to adopt a substitute for the 
amendment and the substitute may be 
amended. Further amendment may be 
accomplished by withdrawing the first 
amendment to an amendment, and 
substituting another in a modified form. 
“4. While there can be only one 
amendment of each degree pending at 
the 
same 
time, 
any 
number 
of 
amendments 
may 
be 
offered 
in 
succession. When an amendment has 
been offered to an amendment and a 
member desires to propose a further 
amendment, it is proper for him to state 
that, if the pending amendment to the 
amendment be voted down, he will offer 
his 
particular 
amendment 
to 
the 
amendment. 
“I hope all members of the Planning 
Commission understand this as well as 
Mason does.”
